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Beginning October 5 The Cleveland Museum of Art will have an exhibition of 
painting and sculpture chosen by Edward B. Henning, Acting Director of the Museum, 
entitled PATHS OF ABSTRACT ART • The exhibition will attempt to follow three main 
traditions — the structural, the decorative, and the expressive — from the representa- 




tional art of the past through the abstract art of the present. 

In order to follow the evolution of these qualities from representational 
to abstract art a small section will be devoted to traditional painting and sculpture 
from ancient Celtic times through Post-Impressionism. Explanatory labels will be 
included. A larger section will show many of the revolutionary styles of the early 
20th century. The main body of the exhibition will have approximately one hundred 
paintings and sculptures by some thirty American and European artists. It will be 
arranged so that the three lines of development - structural, decorative, and expressive 
can be easily followed, and comparisons made between the different types. 

The didactic arrangement was an expedient adopted to make it easier to see 
and understand the vocabulary of the artist. To avoid the temptation to categorize it 
has been emphasized repeatedly that these qualities are present in all art; it is a 
matter of which quality is stressed. 

In addition to illustrating the persistence of these traditions throughout 
the history of the visual arts , the exhibition will suggest the poetic - or metaphorical 
nature of abstract art. The main section of the exhibition will therefore include 
quotations from poetry and poetic prose - not to suggest that the literary and the 
visual works are direct counter -parts of one another - but rather that they share, in 
a general way, qualities of feeling which they hope to communicate. 

It was thought better to include several works by one artist than to have 
more "names" represented by only one work. (A list of the artists included is attached) 

The exhibition is open free to the public through November 13.
